You asked: 
  
Is a fund's past performance relative to the average for its asset class an appropriate  
criterion for allocating assets to the fund? 
  
According to Cerulli research report “Retirement Markets 2009” the top 2 plan sponsor 
considerations for 92% of plan sponsors were investment expenses and for 87% of plan 
sponsors were historical investment performance.   
  
Thus historical performance is an appropriate criterion for allocating assets to the fund.
